Konoye’s Weak 
Character 
Led To War 


TOKYO, DEC. 17. 

IN RESIGNING HIS PRE- 
MIERSHIP ON DEC, 16, 1041, 
PRINCE KONOYE INFORMED 
EMPEROR HIROHITO THAT 
GENERAL TOJO WAS INSIST- 
ING UPON SPECIFICATION 
OF A DATE FOR STARTING 
THE PACIFIC WAR. . 

» This was revealed by the newa- 
peast “Asahi” in publishing the 
text of the Premior’s resignation, 

The “Asnhi.” tn its editorial, 
snid that the Prince’s ‘“wenkness 
of character wan bouhd to, con- 
stitute a state crime’ because it 
made tho war casy. ‘

Relief, if any, arrives in 
trickles.

able political “realism” so soldom 
weakened by humanitarian senti- 
mentalities. Last March the 
United Nations .Rellef and Re- 
habilitatiun Administration sent 
the first ship with supplies for 
Poland. It sailed after months of 
humiliating negotiations with the 
Sovict nuthoritics, UNERA, to 
obtain the privilege of rotting food 
into Poland, finally appointed ao 
Sovict citizen as its representative. 
The Rureians do not share our

eriminating relicf, 

Tronically. Athens, which for so 
many venrs has gone throuch the 
lowent depths of hell, is to-dav one 
of tho better-fed Continental 
cities.
